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We, Michfele Bruneel and Josiane Demarly thereby declare that: 

1. We are employed by Compagnie Financiers AlcateU a subsidiary of Alcatel, the 
owner of above application. 

2. The two inventors of the above application are Remain Durand and Jean-Luc 
Pellegrinelli. 

3. The two inventors were all at the time the inventions employed by Alcatel Business 
Systems, a subsidiary of Alcatel. 

4. On April 3, 2001, Michele Bnxneel sent the Declaration and Power of Attorney to Mr. 
Xavier De Fay, Alcatel Business Systems, for execution by the two inventors.

On October 4, 2001, Mr. Jean-Luc Pellegrinelli sent Josiane Demarly an e-mail 
concerning this US patent application wherein he refuses to sign the Declaration and 
Power of Attorney, because Alcatel will not pay him an inventor's bonus. Attached 
as Exhibit 4 is a copy of relevant e-mail.
